A. L. Beck 
was down there yesterday ard made 
a careful measurement of the water 
which is being carried off in a flume. 
Although considerable water is run­ 
ning under the temporary dam. a 
stieam of water a foot deep and two 
feet wide is 
flowing 
through 
the 
flume, which is thirty feet long. It 
requires just four seconds for the 
water to run the thirty feet. From 
this it can be easily calculated just 
how much water is coming through 
it. The figures for twenty-four hours 
radicate a little more than IC,000,000 
gallons. 
With 
what 
is 
escaping 
through other channels it is evident 
that the flow must be something in 
the neighborhood of 12,000,000 gallons 
per day.
